DETAILED ACTION 
This office action is in response to the Appeal Brief filed 10/15/02, Paper No.13. 



An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 38-40. 



Claims 21-37 and 41-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In reference to claim 21, Mukerji ('131) teaches a method comprising: 

Preparing the base body with the optoelectronic transmitter/receiver arranged in the 
recess Col.l, lines: 10-15 and Col.2, lines: 10-25); 

Filling the recess of the prepared base body with a transparent hardenable casting 
compound (Col.3, lines: 10-35 and (Fig.3 (62)); 

Then placing the optical device onto the as yet uncured casting compound (Col.3, lines: 
45-56); and 

Then curing the casting compound (Col.3-4, lines: 56-10). 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT # 
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However as Applicant has argued in his Appeal Brief, dated 10/15/02 in Paper No. 14 on 
pages 8-9 Mukerji fails to teach Applicant's preamble limitation which recites "method for 
producing a surface mounting optoelectronic component having a bas body, an optoelectronic 
transmitter/receiver that is arranged in a recess of the base body, and an optical device which 
covers the recess". Although no process limitation is found within the preamble, Applicant 
asserts that the preamble facilitates the distinction between the transmitter/receiver and the 
optical device. Applicant asserts that the preamble should constitute a limitation to the claim 
because it assists in breathing life into the language of the claim. Mukerji teaches that the 
optical device has an emitter (a.k.a transmitter) and receiver (Fig.2 (38, 39) however fails to 
teach an optical device and an additional transmitter/receiver as claimed by the Applicant. 
Further Mukerji makes no teaching nor suggestion for the inclusion of an additional 
transmitter/receiver structure. Consequently, Applicant's claims are allowable over prior art.
